Sarr Laxe Citr, Nov, 10.—Joseph
HMillstrom, the 1. W, W. poet, convicted
of a double murder, was shot to death
By a Airing =quad in the State prison at
7:42 o'clock this morning. Just two
hours earller a last attempt to obtain a
respite for the condemned man had been
made,

Following the receipt of n telegram
from Seattle, tating that a man there
had made aMdavits that ne was with
Hillstrom on the night J. (. Morrison
wnd his son were murdered and that
Hillstrom could have had no part in
the crime, a hurried conference wans
held by members of the Board of Par-
dons. The decislon was reached not to
fnterfere with the exceution,

At 4 o'clock this morning Hillstrom
awoke and began shrieking and shaking
the door of him cell. A general alarm
was soundad and all the prison guards
rushed In. When attendants came to
lead him to the place of execution Hill-
strom fought them, but he was quleted
before the death chalr was reached, His
last words were: “Fire! let ‘er go."
A moment later he was dead,

Hillstrom Attacks Attendants,

Hillstrom retired calmly last night

d apparently slept well, When

awoke he leaped from his cot scream-
ing. BSeizsing one of the blankets he
tore it Into strips, which he tled to the
cell door. He then grabbed a broom
handle from one of the guards and with
it attacked the attendants who went
to his cell moon after 7 o'clock. Deputy
Wanrden Ure received n #light wound in
the arm from this weapon.
